Secretary Says They 
Are Anxious About 
Families 



The regular meeting of the exec- 
utive committee of the Main Line 
Federation of Churches was held 
at the Headquarters, 18 Simpson 
Road.

Many of these 
of course do not pass physical ex- 
amination, but until they know 
there is considerable anxiety for 
the welfare of their families. She 
also stated they continue to have 
adolescent girls and boys who are 
in need of friendship and consell- 
ing. Their parents also welcome 
the opportunity to discuss their 
problems with someone who can 
understand.

Note That Children Choose Own Meals At 
School Cafeterias; Baroness Amazed 
That Mothers Leave Offspring With 
Servants; Still Live in Merion 



Schoal cafeterias where children 
are given free rein to choose their 
own meals regardless of nutri- 
tional values — parties at which 
everybody stands around talking 
to someone else who has nothing 
to say — mothers who leave then- 
children in the care of servants 
merely to free themselves for jobs 
that other, childless women might 
hold — all of these are a source of 
amazement and consternation to 
the Baroness Maria Augusta von 
Trappe. And when it comes to 
matters of home and family life 
and child upbringing, there are 
perhaps few as qualified to speak 
as this lovely Austrian noble- 
woman. For the Baroness is the 
mother and guiding spirit of that 
astonishing and numerous Trappe 
Family, seven of whose members, 
in addition to the Baroness her- 
self, will appear as performers of 
iare old church and folk music 
on the stage of the Egyptian The- 
atre on February 15th. 

Interviewed in their hotel suite, 
the Baroness and her husband, 
tall, patrician - looking Baron 
Georg — indicate ft serious con- 
cern for the future of home and 
family life in their adopted coun- 
try so long as such problems as 
those enumerated above are not 
answered by American parents, 
were keenly enthusiastic about 
the geographical, political, social 
and spiritual wonders of the 
United States. 

In the large rambling house in 
Merion. Pennsylvania, — a suburb 
of Philadelphia — where they now 
live, all of the young aristacrats 
share alike, and joyfullv, in the 
performance of even the most 



menial of household chores. For 
the Trappes no longer keep serv- 
ants. 

"We must be grateful to Hit- 
ler for one thing." says the Baro- 
ness. "Because of him we have 
learned to make the most of what 
we can do with our own hands. 
We make our own dresses and 
suits and shoes, and of course all 
of us take turns, with the great- 
est of delight, in looking after 
Johannes. He is our four-year- 
old baby son and brother, and we 
are very proud of him because he 
is the one 100 per cent American 
member of the Family, born right 
here in Merion." 

In addition to their household 
chores, and their skilled applica- 
tion to such handicraft hobbies 
as wood-carving, block-printing, 
leather-tooling and jewelry-mak- 
ing, the young Baronesses are all 
possessed of exquisite singing 
voices, and have all learned to 
play the ancient instruments with 
real virtuosity under Father Was- 
ner's tutelage. At the Egyption 
on February 15th. the Baroness 
herself and young Hedwig and 
Martina will be heard as contral- 
tos, while Johanna and Agatha 
will be the sopranos and Maria 
and Rosemary the mezzo-so- 
pranos. The littlest girl. Eleanore, 
11. will join with her older sis- 
ters, too. playing the 16th-cen- 
tury blockflutes or recorders — 
long-neglected instruments which 
the Traprjs are introducing to this 
country for the first time, and all 
will be heard together in groups 
of lusty Alpine yodels, for th'ev 
are authentic interpreters of this 
unique musical language without 
words.

Shoes— Stamp No. 18 in Book One is good for one pair. Stamp
